From the Speech*of his excellency Governor 
TRUMBULL, to the Legiflature of Conneét- 
icut, at the opening of the prefen® feffion. 


« Although affembled for our own internal 
bufinefs it may not be altogether amils to 
take a partial view of external great events 
which pafs in other countries; efpecigily 
when they have am intimate relation on a 
general feale, tothe interefts and concerns of 
this fate and the other {tates of owr union. 
The late geneial pacification among thena- 
tions ot Europe, in fome degree affetts the 
world. It is therefore matter of general 
gratulation that this event has taken place ; 
and particularly to the Union of thefe States 
is it matter of felicitation, that it has at length 
occurred, and that the heavy tempeft of war, 
which has raged fo long and fo feverely on 
the other Continent, has pafled over and 
ceafed, without having involved our Cduntry 
in its terrible horrors.

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W HEN the cream is obtained, it

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And no veffel can be better adapted to that 
purpofe than a firm neat made wooden bar- 
‘rel, in fize proportioned to the dairy, open 
at onegnd, with a lid exaétly fitted to clofe 
it. Inthe under part of this velfel, clofe to 
the bottom, fhould be placed a cock and {pi- 
got, for drawing off any thin ferous part of 
the milk that may chance to be there genera- 
ted ; for if this ts allowed to remain, it ih. 
jures the cream, and greatly diminithes the 
richnefs of the quality of the butter ; the in. 
fide of the opening fhould be covered with a 
bit-of gauze netting, to keep back the creain 
while the fcum is allowed to pafs, and the 
barrel [hould be inelmed a little forward, to 
allow the whole to run off. 

* The feparation of butter from cream, 
only takes place after the cream has attained 
a certain degree of acidity. The judicious 
farmer will cherefore allow his cream to re- 
main in the veffel until it has acquired that 
proper degree of acidity that fits it for be- 
ing made into butter with great eafe, by a 
very moderate degree of agitation, and by 
which procefs only, very fine butter ever can 
be obtained. How long cream may be thus 
kept in our climate, without rendering the 
butter made trom it of a bad quality, I can- 
not fay ; but itamay be kept good fora much 
longer time than is generally fulpeéted, e- 
ven a great many weeks.—It is certain that 
cream which has been kept three or four days 
in fummer is in an excellent condition tor 
being made into butter ; from three days to 
feven, may 1n general be found to be the bef 
ume for keeping cream before churning.”

** Neverthelefs mankind may be. well di- 
vided into the felfifh and the focial ; that is, 
into thofe whofe pleafures arife trom grati- 
fying their appetites, and thofe whofe picaf- 
ures arife from their fympathizing with oth- 
ers. And according to the prevalence of 
thefe oppofing propenfities we value or dif- 
like the poffetfor of them. 

“In conduéting the education of young 
people, it is a mice matter to infpire them 
with fuch benevolent fympathy, or compaf- 
fion, as may render them “good and armable ; 
and yet not fo much as to make them unhap- 
py at the fight of incurable diftrefs. We 
fhould endeavour to make them alive to fym- 
pathize with all remediable evils, and at the 
fame time to arm them with fortitude to bear 
the fight of fuch irremediable evils as the 
accidents of life muft frequently prefent be- 
fore their eyes. The old mat of the momun- 
tain in Syria, who governed a {mall nation 
of people called Affaffines, is recorded thus 
to have educated thofe of his army who 
were defigned to affaflinate the princes with 
whom he was at war. A young man of
